Cleveland, Ohio, March 5.—Like 
returnimg from death, Helen Marks 
surprised her parents today * by 
slipping up pehind her 
father and throwing her arms 
abont his neck while he was prod- 
ding among the ruing of the 

Collinwood school for her body. 

The girl was sent to school 
yesterday morning as usual. In- 
stead she played truant and 
visited an aunt in the country. — 
They new nothing of the fire until 
today. Not returning to her par- 
ents yeSterday they supposed she 
had perished with the others. 
Neither could the father find 
among the dead bodies one he 
could _identify as that of his 
daughter. In despair he was prod- 
ding about the ruins when the 
girl threw her arms about him 
and cried: “Guess who I am, 
papa?” 

Mr. Marks was nearly overcome 
with joy and emotion. 

Cleveland, Ohio, March 5.—The board 
of education of the City of Cleveland 
tonight ordered all city schools closed 
tomorrow and that flags be half-masted 
on all buildings. 

Twenty-four hours after the disaster 
which swept into eternity approximate- 
ly one-third of the school children of 
North Collinwood, the death roll* num- 
bered one hundred and sixty four. Of 
these one hundred and thirty-seven had 
been identified at the Lake Shore 
morgue, While twenty-seven bodies re- 
main there is a condition of mutilation 
probably forever beyond chance of be- 
ing recognized.

The school was overcrowded and quar- 
ters had been provided for the younger 
chikiren in the attic. Strange as it may 
seem, more of the pupils escaped from 
this part of the school] house than from 
any other. The children were under 
good discipline. they had been practiced 
frequently in the fire drill, their teach- 
ers, without exception, retained their 
self-possession, showing great courage in 
the face of imminent death, and yet 
more than half of these little ones died 
horribly because of faulty building ar- 
rangements. 

The school house was two stories and 
a halfs in height, the walls being of 
brick and concrete. Inside it was a 
shell, which burned. with almost incon- 
ceivable rapidity. 


Scenes of Supreme Horror. 


For supreme horror the scenes that 
were enacted around the rear door of 
this ill-fated school have had but few 
parallels in this or any other country. 
Little children were piled upon each 
other six and eight deep, while strong 
men and frantic mothers struggled with 
desperation to release them, yet failed 
and were compelled to stand back and 
See the little Ones die before their eyes. 
One woman foupd her own daughter in 


this press and stroked her hair, but in 
the effort to keep the flames away she 
failed and the child was burned to death 
while her mother looked on. 

From the upper floors of ithe building 
two stairways offered exit. One of 
these led to the front door, the other to 
the door in the rear. It was in this 
last place that the lives of the little 
ones were lost while would-be rescuers 
stood helpless. The scenes that were 
enacted in the front hall will never be 
known. The door at this side of the 
building was never fully opened. But a 
dense pile of little bodies that lay in 
the blackened wreckage beneath this 
point, the feet, the hands, the limbs 
and the skulls that were scattered 
about formed a complete index to the 
horrors that had taken place. 

Young Hero Loses Life. 


Hugh 'Melirath, a !4-year-old boy, son 
of the chief of the Collinwood police 
force, led a line of panic-stricken ahbil- 
dren down the escape to a point where 
a ladder would have saved them all. 
Many of them were too terrified to jump 
and ran back,into the building. Mclli- 
rath followed in the determined effort 
to bring them out again, and he and 
they were never seen alive again.

- New York, March 5.—Governor Charles 
E. Hughes tonight, in the stronghold 
of the opposition, vigorously defended 
his attitude on the pending anti-race 
gambling legislation. 

The occasion was a dinner tendered 
the governor by the North Side Board 
of Trade at Ehling’s ‘Casino, in the 
Bronx. 

The governor's topic was “The State 
of New York,’ and his argument was 
in behalf of faithful adherence to the 
state’s constitution, which forbade, he 
said, race-track gambling, and the only 
issue at trial was whether the people 
and their constitution were supreme in 
this state or whether they were to be 
ruled by gamblers and those who prof- 
ited by gambling. 

Mr. Hobson followed Governor Hughes, 
He spoke of the exposure to attack by 
hostile fleets of the cast coast of the 
United States, and urged the coopera- 
tion of ‘the board of trade in the move- 
ment for an enlarged army. 

Senator Smith, cf Michigan, did not 
agree with Mr. Hobson about more 
battleships, and said he would rather 
have the fine courage of Charles Evan 
Hughes than a dozen battleships. He 
added that he did not believe that 
Japan would ever go to war wth the 
Uniteg States. 

“The war I want to fight is to war 
On anarchy,” the added. 

Then, turning to Governor Hughes, 
the senator sadd: 

“What you have done for your state 
you can do for Uncle Sam.’’ 

The entire gathering broke into 
cheering at this sentiment and when it 
Subsided Senator Smith continued: 

“I do not Nke the event of the past 
week in Chicago. Anarchy and dis- 
respect for law and. order must cease. 
The spirit in this republic that I wor- 
ship day and night is the spirit of a 
mighty free empire, and I pray God 
to withholq from us the battleships 
and give us in plenty the Charles E, 
diughes that we need.”’

I 
am for pleasing them just as far as 
the law will allow us to do,”

Governor Smith’s Statement. 


The statement given out by Governor 
Smith, in defense of quarterly payments, 
is as follows: 


The continued agitation of the change from 
annual to quarterly payments of pensions re- 
quires that the exact facts should be furnish» 
ed to the public. 

The pensions which will be paid quarterly 
this year are the pensiops for 1908. 

The pensions for 1907 were paid in 1907. 

The appropriation act for 1906-07 provided 
$850,000 annually for pensions. When the 
legislature met last summer the fact was 
brought to their attention that in a number 
of counties the pensioners had received noth- 
ing for 1907. The appropriation was §$42,- 
717.65 short and the commissioner of pen- 
sions asked this as a deficiency appropriation 
to be paid at once. He also asked that the 
regular appropriation be increased to $950,000 
annually, as he considered that sum neces- 
Sary to met the pension roll. This really 
made an increased charge upon the income 
of the state of $142,717.65. The amount paid 
for pensions was at first small, but it has 
gradually increase@ year by year until it re- 
quires about one-fourth of the entiré income 
of the state. 

The state school commissionér about the 
Same time. brought to the attention of those 
charged with handling the finances of the 
state the claim that thé téachers for 1907 
were further behind in receiving pay for their 
work than ever before at the same period of 
the year. The legislature was passing the 
prohibition bill, ctitting off $260,000 of reve- 
nue of the state. The annual income of the 
state is about $4,200,000 in excess of convict 
hire, and convict hire is no longer avaliable 
for general expenses. 

Two milliofg are appropriated for the com- 
mon schools. One million for pensions and 
the Soldiers’ home, and the balance defrays 
the expenses of.the eleemosynary institu- 
tions, pays interest on our public debt, to- 
gether with $100,000 for the sinking fund, and 
meets the salaries of those engaged in the 
service of the state. Some of. these items 
are very lafge. Interest and. the sinking fund 
amount to $415,000. The care of the in- 
sane calls for $870,000 annually, and the 
Academy for the Blind and the Schoo! for the 
Deaf and Dumb are among the institutions 
that must be provided for. 

It was perfectly apparent that the money 
which the state would have on hand could 
not pay up the $42,717 which had not been 
met in 1907, and also pay $950,000 in advance 
to the pensioners at the first of the year 
1908 and also meet the other current liabili- 
ties of the state. If the pensioners had heen 
paid in advance this year there would have 
been no money to pay anything on the sal- 
aries of the school teachers until months 
after the work done by them which earned 
their salaries. 

It was in thig condition of affairs that the 


| 


legislature almost tinanimously passed the 
bill to pay the pensions for 1908 to the vet- 
erans quarterly ingtead of paying it in ad- 
vance. This provision is in the general ap- 
propriation act as well ag in the special bill. 

I do not believe an old soldier in Georgia 
would wish his pension paid in advance and 
require the teachers to wait months after 
their work is done before receiving pay. The 
legislature adopted the policy of paying its 
various Habilities monthly and quarterly as 
the liabilities mature. The plan wag not sug- 
gested by me—conditions forced it. 

I approved the bill to make the payment 
of the pensions quarterly. I believe {t was 
right and just. But the legislature in its de- 
sire to sefve the veterans changed the plan 
of payment. Prior to this year a pensioner 
Wag required to make an affidavit before the 
Ordinary and collect his money in Atlanta at 
the treasury, either coming for it or sending 
& power of attorney to some one to collect it. 
Now the pensions are paid in the different 
counties by the ordinaries and a pensioner 
has nothing to do but to sign a receipt or 
the general pension roll. If he {# not able 
to g0 to the county seat he can give his wriét- 
ten order authorizing some one to receipt for 
him and to obtain his: check for his quarterly 
pension. 

There may be cases where it wil! cause 
trouble this year to pensioners who did not ’ 
receive all of their. pensions in advance, but | 
marry of our teachers haye widowed mothers 
and aged fathers dependent upon them. 
Would it be fair to leave them ’to work and 
to wait for months for their pay while we 
Pay the pensions in full in advance? Did the 
legisiature not do right to put all its Habilf- 
ties upon the same footing and provide to 
— from time to time as they ma- 
ured? 


Veterans Not Notified, 


In reference to the change in the 
manner of paying pensions, Colonel ¥.. 
P. Thomas said: 

“The veterans have always been paid 
their pensions on an annual! basis. Dur- 
ing the last campaign much was gaid 
about paying the teachers on a basis 
more satisfactory to them. but not one 
word was said, at any time, directly or 
indirectly, about taking away from the 
veterans the anfiua! payments they 
have heretofore uninterruptediy  en- 
joyed. Not a single one of them dream- 
ed that any change In the manner of 
paying the teachers should come as the 
result of any sacrifice on the part of 
the veterans. 

“The fair thing would have Ween to 
have put the veterans on notice.~ and 
then they would have known what to 
expect. They could at least have gone 
to the legislature to protest. Burt in the 
twinkling of an eye this unjust change 
was sprung pon them, and a wrong 
has been done them that ought to be 
righted. 

“As to paying the teachers 7 will go 
as far as anybody in an effort to se 
that they get what Ig due them, but for 
all these vears they have been getting 
their pay without depriving the veterans 
of their customary annual payments, 
and I do hot believe the teachers of 
Georgia would stand in the way of giv- 
ing the veterans what they have sd 
long had.” "

AGREED TO PAY 
~ FOR SILENCE 


Banker Swears He Promised 
$1,000 to Stop Attacks. 


GRAFT LAID TO ATTORNEY 


Alleged That Lawyer Representing 
New York State Has Been Guilty 
of Extortion in Prosecuting 
the Cases Against 
Bankers. 


New York, March 5.—A charge that 
he agreed to pay $!,500 to Nathan 
Vidaver, an attorney, last November, 
to bring about a cessation of newspa- 
per attacks on the Hamilton bank 
after Vidaver had said “he had no 
doubt he could fix it with Jackson to 
have the attacks stopped,” was made 
by William R. Montgomery, former 
president of the Hamilton bank, in an 
affidavit filed in police court today. 

The affidavit was a part of a com- 
plaint against Vidaver, who was ar- 
rested yesterday on a charge of ex- 
tortion preferred by Mr. Montgomery. 
Montgomery declares in his affidavit 
that the newspaper attacks were 
stopped instantly on his agreement to 
pay $1,500 to Vidaver. Up to the time 
of his arrest yesterday Vidaver was 
one of State Attorney General Jack- 
son's special deputies. 

They Wanted the Money. 


Montgomery declared in his affidavit 
that for some time after his agreement 
to pay the $1,500 he was repeatedly 
called on by Vidaver and Moses Gross- 
man, another attorney, concerning his 
neglect to pay the money; that he 
persisted in his refusal to pay the 
amount, and that soon afterwards a 
letter from Attorney General Jackson 
to District Attorney Jerome concern- 
ing the Hamilton bank appeared in the 
newspapers. 

Montgomery in his affidavit says that 
two or three days before Frank White, 
the temporary receiver of the Hamll- 
ton bank, issued the preliminary re- 
port on the affairs of the bank to the 
attorney general, “Grossman and his 
partner, Vornaus, met me in the office 
of Searing & Co., at No. 7 Wall street. 
I had told Grossman that Searing had 
advised me not to pay the $1,500, and 
Grossman came over to argue the mat- 
ter with Searing. 

Embarrassing Position. 


“Grossman stated to Searing and my- 
self that I had placed him in an em- 
barrassing position with Vidaver, and 
had placed Vidaver in an embarrassing 
position with the attorney general for 
my neglect to pay the $1,500. Grossman 
telephoned for Vidaver, and Vidaver: 
came over to Searing’s office in a few 
minutes. Vidaver told him that the 
attorney general's office believed that 
he was ‘four-flushing’ about the $!,500; 
that they believed I had been giving 
Vidaver a ‘con’ game, and that the 
people in the attorney general's office 
were pretty hot about it. He said to 
us that he could not hold them off any 
longer, and, unless I put up the money, 
he would not be responsible for what 
was said about me and the Hamilton 
in the newspapers.”

BETTER METHODS 
TAUCHT FARMERS 


Seaman A Knapp Talks of 
the Work 


REPRESENTS GOVENRMENT 


Agents in Georgia Teaching Farm- 
ers Against Boll Weevil and 
How to Increase Yield Per 
Acre—Mr. Knapp Here to 
Confer With Agents, 


é 


For the purpose of meeting with his 
Georgia agents and conferring with them 
about the governmental instruction 
among the farmers in the state, Sea- 
man A. Knapp, superintendent of the 
farmers’ cooperative demonstration work 
in the natiohal department of eagricul- 
ture, arrived in the city yesterday and 
is stopping at the Kimball house. 

Mr. Knapp talks most interestingly 
and enthusiastically of the work he has 
in hand and he believe, that it will do 
great things for the advancement of the 
farming interests in the country. 

The cooperative demonstration work 
has for its object the actual instruction 
of the farmers in the matter of increas- 
ing their average yield per acre, not 
with a view of increasing the total an- 
nual yield, but for the purpose of secur- 
ing a larger yield on each acre so that 
the land may he used for the purpose of 
home support, and the further object of 
preparing the farmers against the boll 
weevil. 

The work is now going on in ten states. 
It began in Georgia last fall and twelve 
counties are already in the hands of 
seven agents. 

These agents are giving p@actical dem- 
onstrations to the farmers to teach them 
how to increase the yield per acre, Such 
work was formerly attempted with bul- 
letins, and, ag Mr. Knapp pointed out, 
many farmers did not have time to read 
and placed little credence in what they 
read about farming. The work under 
the supervision of Mr. Knapp makes the 
farmers ‘‘see,”” and with them “seeing is 
believing.” 

Mr. Knapp Talks. 


Mr. Knapp gave an outline of the work 
he has in hand as follorsve: 

“One of the objects of our work,” 
stated Mr. Knapp, “is to prepare the 
cotton planters of this section against 
the ravages of the boll weevil; to intro- 
duce a variety of cotton which the boll 
weevil does not attack, and to show 
how to raise the other varieties in spite 
of the boll weevil. You know that ten- 
ants get panic-stricken when the boll 
weevil makes it appearance. 

“The second and greater object of the 
work in this branch of the department 
of agriculture is to induce the farmers 
to make larger crops to the acre. This 
is not done with a view of tncreasing 
the annual output, but for the purpose of 
giving the farmers a chance to use a 
part of their land on which to raise 
family supplies. We have so far made 
about 8,000 actual tests and have, in 
nearly every instance, proved that it is 
possible for the farmer to increase his 
acreage yield. When 
acre is small the profits are so smai! 
as not to pay expenses, and farmers be- 
come discouraged. Nearly all farmers 
desire a larger acreage yield, but they 
do not know how to go about it. It 
takes organization, and that is our ob- 
ject—to so organize the forces in each 
state that proof can be given the farm- 
ers that they are not securing the best 
results from the land they are now culti- 
vating. 

“Under our plan of organization we do 
not import foreigners to do the work 
of demonstrating. We recognize the 
fact that within each state there are 
enough good men to carry on the work. 
In Georgia, for instance, the seven 
agents already appointed are all Georgia 
men. 

The Farmers Are Reached. 


“By our methods we reach farmers who 
could never be reached by bulletins and 
many who might be reached would never 
be influenced by what they read. We go 
right to the farmer, take hold of his 
land and show him by actual demonstra- 
tions that he is not getting out of the 
earth what is due him. He seeg and he 
believes. We are reaching both negro 
and white tenants, and in a great many 
instances are showing them that they 
can actually double their yield per acre. 
They learn that they can raise what 
they are now raising on half the land 
they are using and they have the other 
half on which to raise their foodstuffs. 

“For this great work the government 
appropriates annually $80,000. To this 
amount ig added $180,000 from outside 
sources. The New York General] Edu- 
cation Board appropriates $70,000, and 
substantial amounts are received ‘from 
the various farmers’ organizations. We 
are greatiy aided in other ways by these 
organizations, for they assist in secur- 
ing for the farmers better seed and mote 
productive land. 

“Our aim is for a higher average yield 
and a better civilization, for if you in- 
crease a people's earning capacity, you 
upbulid them. All the necessary im- 
provements must follow.”

Negro Made Coafession. 

Confession was made by one of the, 
negroes, who said that the motive of | 
the crime was robbery. 

The negroes were arrested on Wed- 
nesday night for the horrible murder 
of Mr. and Mrs. Warren Hart. 

Mr. Hart was found at daylight on 
Wednesday morning at his home, near 
Empire, with his head crushed to a 
jelly. He had gone out to feed the 
stock, when he was attacked. 

His wife was found in the kitchen, 
where she had gone to prepare break- 
fast, in a dying condition. She was 
found lying on the floor with a fork 
in her hand, and the breakfast burned 
to a crisp. She had been attacked with 
an ax, and was unconscious, in which 
State she remained until she died 
Wednesday night.

ON WHIGH W. J. BRYAN 
IS OFFERED TO NATION 


Tariff Revision, War on Monopoly, More Power Over 
Railroads, Independence for Philippines and States’ 
Rights Are the Principal Planks. 


Omaha. Neb., March 5§.—The plat- 
form adopted tonight ny the 
State democratic convention was pre- 
pared by Mr. Bryan, and is supposed to 
embody the ideas which “he wil] seek 
to have endorsed by the national con- 
vention when it meets In Denver. 
The Platform. 


The platform follows: 

“We, the representatives of the de- 
mocracy of Nebraska, in delegate con- 
Vention assembled, reaffirm our faith 
in, and pledge our loyalty to, the prin- 
ciples of our party. We rejoice at 
the increasing signs of 
in the United States. The various in- 
vestigations have traced graft and po- 
Htical corruption to the representatives 
of predatory wealth. and laid bare the 
unscrupulous methods by which they 
have debauched elections and preyed 
upon a defenseless public through the 
subservient officials whom they haw 
Taised to place and power. 

“The conscience of the nation is now 
aroused, and will, if honestly appealed 
to, free the grip of those who have 
made i+ a business asset of favor seek- 
ing corporations. 

“It becomes again ‘a government of 
the peopic, by the people and for the 
people.’ and be administered in all its 
departments according to the Jeffer- 
sonia maximim, ‘Equa! rights to all 
and special privileges to none.’ 

““Phig is the overshadowing issue at 
this time; it manifests itself in all the 
questions now under discussion, and de- 
mands immediate consideration. 

“We heartily approve of the laws pro- 
hibiting the pass and the rebate, and 
insist upon further legislation, state and 
national, making it unlawful for any 
corporation to contribute to campaign 
funds, and providing for publication, 
nefore the election, of all individual con- 
tributions above a reasonable minimum. 


Plien for State's Rights. 


“Belleving with Jefferson in ‘the 
support of the state governments in all 
their rights as the most competent ad- 
ministrations for our domestic concerns 
and the surest bulwark egatnst anti- 
republican tendencies,’ and ‘in the pres- 
ervation of the general government in 
its whole constitutional vigor, the 
sheet anchor of our peace at home and 
safety abroad.’ -We are opposed to the 
centralization implied in the suggestions, 
now frequently made. that the powers 
of the general government should he 
extended by judicial construction. While 
we favor the exercise Dy the general 
government of all its constitutional au- 
thority for the prevention of monopoly 
and. for the regulation of interstate 
commerce, we insist that federal rem- 
edies shall be added to, and not sub- 
stituted for state remedies. 

“We insist upon recognition of 
distinction between the natural man 
and the artificial person, called a cor- 
poration, and we favor the enactment 
of such laws ag may be necessary to 
eompel foreign corporations to pubmit 
their legal disputes to the courts of the 
states in which they do business, and 
thus place themselves upon the same 
footing as dfmestic corporations. 

“We favor the election of 
States senators by direct vote of the 
people, and regard tis reform the 
gateway to all other nationa] reforms. 

The Trusts. 
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‘4a private monopoly is 
and intolerable We. therefore, 
the vigorous enforcement of the 
fnal law against trusts and trust 
nates. and demand the enactment of 
such additional legislation as may wre 
necessary to make it impossible for a 
private monopoly to exist in the United 
@tates. Among the additional remedies 
we specify three: 

“Birst. a law preventing the duplica- 
tion of directors among conipeting cor 
porations; second, a system 
which will, without abridging the rights 
of each staite to create corporations, 
or its rights to regulate as it will for- 
eign corporations doing business within 
its limits, make it necessary for a man- 
ufacturing or trading corporation en- 
gaged in interstate commerce to take 
out a federal! license before it shali he 
permitted to control as much as 25 
per cent of the products in which 
deals: the license to protect the public 


'ieense 
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from watered stock and to prohibit the:any declaration of war 


control by such corporation of more 
than 50 per cent of the total aimotint of 
product consumed in the United 
States, and third,-a law compelling such 
licensed corporations to sell to all pur- 
chasers in all parts of the country on 
terms, after making due al- 
for cost of transportation. 
For “Tariff Reform. 


“We welcome the belated promise of 
tariff reform, now offered by a part of; 
the republican party, as a tardy recog- 
nition of the righteousness of the demo- 
cratic position on this question, but 
the people cannot safely entrust the 
execution of this important work to a 
party which is so obligated to the high- 
ly .protected interests that it postpones 
relief until after the élection. And we 
call attention to the significant fact that 
the promise now made by those repub- 
jicans who favor tariff revision is wholly 
vitiated ‘by the use of the very qualify- 
ing words under which the present tar- 
iff iniquities have grown up. 

“We favor an immediate revision of 
the tariff by the reduction of import 
duties. Articles entering into compe- 
tition with articles controlled by trusts 
Should be placed upon the free list; | 


the tariff upon the necessaries of life | 
and reductions should be made in such 
other, schedules as may, be necessary to 
put the tariff on a revenue basis. 


Income Tax Favored. 


“We favor an income tax as part of 
our revenue system, and we urge the 
submission of a constitutional amend- 
ment specifically authorizing congress 
to levy and eollect a tax upon individ- 
ual and corporate incomes, tg the end 
that wealth may bear its Bes ver llirets 
share of the burdens of the federal gov- 
ernment. We favor a national inheri- 
tance tax to reach the ‘swollen for- 
tunes’ already in existence, but we be- 
lieve that it is better to. permanently 
prevent ‘swollen fortunes’ by abolish- 
ing the privileges and favoritism upon 
which they are based. 

“We sympathize with 
forth for the reclamation 
lands of the west and urge 
possible use of irrigation in 
opment of the country.

“We assert the right of congress to 
exercise complete control over inter- 
state commerce, and we assert the 
right of each state to exercise just 48 
complete control over commerce within 
its borders. We demand such an en- 
largement of powers of national and 
state railway commissions as may be 
necessary to give full protection to 
persons and places from discrimination 
and extortion. We bélieve that both 
the nation and the various states 
should first ascertain the present value 
of the railroads, measured by the cost 
of reproduction; second, prohibit the 
issue of any more watered stock OF 
fictitious capitalization; third, prohibit 
the railroads from engaging in any bus- 
iness which brings them into compeé- 
tition with their shippers; and, fourth, 
reduce transportaton rates unti] they 
reach a point where they will yield only 
a reasonable return on the preset 
value of the roads—such reesonable 
return being defined as a return suf- 
ficient to keep the stock of the roads 
at par when such roads are honestly

The Panic and Wall Street, 


“The panic has emphasized the ne- 
cessity for iegislation protecting the 
wealth producers fro mspoilation at 
the hand of the stock gamblers, @nd 
the gamblers in farm products. 

“The present financial stringency 
furnishes additional proof that the re- 
publican leaders are either unwilling or 
incompetent to protect the interests of 
the general public. They have so 
linked us to Wall street that the sins 
of the speculators are visited upon the 
entire country.

The Bryan‘ Volunteers.

Taft have no specific remedies to offer 
for relief, and tri&ts arise while repub- 
licans are boasting of their crusede 
against them. They propose regulation 
of monopolies instead of extermination, 
although they have reason to know that 
regulation has failed, and that any one 
of a number of trusts can afford to con- 
tribute ten times as much to a cam- 
paign fund as can be collected from all 
she voters who are outside the privi-

“The democrats have been looking at 
public questions from the standpoint 
of all the people, while republican 
leaders have been looking at them 
from from a standpoint of a few. As 
the strength of a party must, in the 
long run, be measured by the strength 
of its principles, democrats have rea- 
son to beileve that their prospects of 
success have been greatly 
by the widespread acceptance of dem- 
oratic remedies. 

“Another reason for hope is to be 
found in the fact that the democratic 
party is united, while the republican 
party is divided, and the reunion of 
the democratic party is due to the 
same causes that have brought division 
into the republican ranks.

Republicans Not Honest About the

“On the tariff the republican. leaders 
now admit that tariff reform is now 
necessary, but a careful reading of their 
promises show that they use language 
identical with that employed in former 
platforms which have been the basis 
for the present extortionate rates.

After an ilinesg which lasted for over 
Six weeks, during which time his 
death had, on several days, been ex- 
pected at any hour, John Calvin Peck, 
pioneer, prominent contractor, and 
business man, passed away last night at 
his residence, 97 Ivy street. 

The funeral services will be  con- 
ducted at the residence on Saturday aft- 
ernoon at 2:30 o'clock by Dr. Bowser, 
pastor of the Unitarian church, and 
the body: will be placed in a vault at 
Oakland cemetery. 

Mr. Peck is survived by his wife, three 
children, Dr. F. H. Peck, Mrs. <A. P. 
Davis and Mrs. E. M. Willlams; eight 
grandchildren, Emerson E. Peck, who 
is connected with the Georgia Railway 
and BPlectric Company; W. H. Peck, of 
Memphis; George Starr Peck, now in 
New York City; J. C. Peck, in the Poly- 
technic institute, at Troy, N. Y.; A. J. 
Peck, of Mew York City; Mrs. R. C. 
Sharp, of New York; Miss Reba Elouise 
Peck,.of Atlanta, and Miss Josephine 
Carrie Davis, of Atlanta; and two great- 
grandchildren, Jean Francis Peck and 
Clara R. Peck. 

. Builder and Contractor. 


Mr. Peck was one of the _  jeading 
builders and contractors of his’ time, 
and whenever a big deal in the con- 
struction world was pending his name 
was always prominently mentioned. 

He built the old Markham house, the 
old capitol, the old Kimball house, the 
buildings at Fort McPherson, the build- 
ings at the Cotton States and Interna- 
tional exposition, and the buildings of 
the old Piedmont exposition, and he 
made a fine record for promptness in 
his work. 

He was lightning-like tn his work. In 
the case of the old Kimball house, 
which was built at a cost of over $600,- 
000, 3.500 men were employed in the 
construction work, and so rapidly was 
it pushed that it was completed inside 
of five and one-half months from the 
beginning of the excavation. In the 
case of the McPherson barracks his 
work was at an end in six months. 

Sketch of His Life. 


John Calvin Peck was born at Sharon, 

Litchfield county, Conn., August 285, 
1830. He passed his early years on a 
New England farm, attending a: com- 
mon country school two terms (of four 
months each) during the year. When 
9 years old his manual services bve- 
came indispensable, and consequently 
he could gpend only one term in school, 
but even with these slight advantages 
developed into an excellent speller’ and 
mathematician. Later he entered the 
Watertown academy to pursue the high- 
er branches of science and literature, 
and won the first prize in each class of 
his college. 
In the spring of 1{850, recetving an 
offer to go to Catskill, N. Y., as a car- 
penter, having acquired great proficiency 
in his occupation, he removed hig resi- 
dence, and remained there three years, 
with remarkabie succees. May 4, 1853. 
while still In New York, he married 
Frances Josephine Hoyt. daughter of 
Starr Hoyt, of Huron county, Ohio, and 
immediately afterward removed to 
Stamford, Conn. He was there employ- 
ed as foreman and contractor, bat hav- 
ing developed asthmatic trouble, deter- 
mined to move south. 

The first town to which he came was 
Atlanta. then small and almost. un- 
known. 

But obtaining no work, continued on 
to Knovxille, Tenn., where no better 
Opportunity offered, so he returned in 
the spring of 1857 to Connecticut. The 
asthmatic affiction again became a 
source of deep annoyance, and in Jan- 
uary, 1858, he migrated south a second 
time, locating in Atlanta.

Having never had any expe- 
rience of this kind, yet believing that 
he could accomplish thé task satisfac- 
torily, he sef t@ work, and in a short 
time had completed the desired num- 
ber. But money had depreciated, and 
the sum offered by tle confederate 
government would not defrav the ex- 
pense. Therefore hesold them to the 
Roswell factory. They were afterward 
captured by General Sherman, and two 
are now in the museum at Washirg- 
ton, and were on exhibition at the At- 
lanta exposition in 1895. 

In the Atlanta Arsenal. 


Mr. Peck was employed as superin- 
tendent of woodwork in the Atlanta 
arsenal a few months, but finally. ‘hig 
health failing, went to Thomasville. 
Ga., and from there worked his way 
through the lines to Minnesota. Re- 
covering strength and ‘vitality, he re- 
turned to Atlanta in August, 1865. 

In connection with Mr. Schofield, Mr. 
Peck rebuilt his planing mill and con- 
ducted this until 1873, when it was 
Substituted “by a finer and more com- 
plete plant, the firm being J:-C. Peck 
& Company. It was sold in 1875 to 
William Markham. Mr. Peck converted 
the mill into the Markham house No- 
vember 16, 1875. 

In 1866 he: erected the old capitol 
building, and four “years later the old 
Kimball house, at,a cost of $643,000. 
He was superintendent of construction 
of the International Cotton Exposi- 
tion, and a member of the executive 
committee. He was an Original pro- 
moter ang stockholder in the Atlanta 
cotton factory. At the Piedmont ex- 
position Mr--Peck held the same of- 
fice, creditably and well, and had the 
contract for the wood work of the cus- 
tom house. “He was an organizer of the 
Fulton County Spinning. Mills.

LAW EVASION ENDS IN SAVANNAH. 

Savannah is to have no more of evasion of the state prohibition law. 
The activities of the United States court, presided over by Judge Emory 
Speer, have put an end to it, and the mushroom locker clubs which sprang 
up all over the city when the prohibition statute became effective have folded 


The Savannah locker clubs were nothing more nor less than open bar- 
They’ procured charters, it is true, but members were elected by 
those present, paying a nominal fee, and then bought whisky across the bar 
as Of old. Sometimes men were members of fifteen or twenty of these clubs, 
and could go in and get a drink on almost any street corner. 

The ruse was patent; it was simply a method of evading the law by 
taking advantage of the provision relating to lockers, which was intended to 
apply only to bona fide clubs, and not those made for the occasion, which 
gan be considered as nothing more nor less than open barrooms. 

Judge Speer gave the proprietors and others interested in these places 
the privilege of paying the required government tax in each case and pledg- 
ing themselves to quit the business, or, in the absence of this promise, to 
submit to such penalty as he might deem proper to impose under the law. 
There was but one safe thing for them to do, and there will be no more 


In addition, Judge W. G. Charlton, of the superior court of Chatham 
county, has given notice that all the power of his court will be used towards 
the enforcement of the law, both as against the locker club evasion and the 


The action of the courts is to be commended, and there is no question 
that the good people of Savannah will hold up their hands. 

Judge Speer’s decision fm no wise interferes with the established bona 
fide clubs, those whose purpose is in no sense to violate, but rather to uphold 
the law, and which are, and will remain, private social institutions, with 
membership in which the locker question has nothing whatever to do. 

But it will have the wholesome and healthy effect of eliminating the 
illegal barroom set up under the guise of a club.

The selling of this, the largest of the 
buildings which were used by the Cot- 
ton States and International exposition 
in 1895, is the result of an agreement 
reached between the fair association 
and the board.* The site of the building 
will be improved this summer with 
lawn tennis courts, croquet grounds 
and flower beds. 

It was also decided to drain off ina 
permanent and effective manner “Clara 
Mere,’’ the lake that lent aquatic glory 
to the exposition, so that the ravine 
can be used as a sunken garden. 


Many Shade Trees Planted. 


Patterson reported that 
more than five hurdred shade trees 
had beer planted in Piedmont park 
this winter, and much work done in 
fixing terraces and surface drainage. 
He thought that all the work had been 
done which was advisable, in view of 
the fact that the state fair was to be 
held there next year, and there would 
be great danger of improvements being 
destroyed by the crowds.

Panama, March 8.—The newspapers 
here comment favorably on the extra- 
ordinary amount of canal excavations 
for the month-of February, which, if 
continued upon the same scale, would 
make possible the opening of the canal 
before 1912. 

As a sort of celebration in honor of 
the return of Lieutenant Colonel Gcorge 
W. Goethals, the chief engineer of the 
Panama canal, who has been in Wash- 
ington for some time past, the total 
amount taken from Culebra cut yester- 
day, as reported by the engineer in 
charge, was 56,064 cubic yards. This 
was taken out in eight hours by the 
employment of forty-eight steam shov- 
els, on one of the hottest days of the 
season.

Government Orders Dissolation of 
Elective Students’ Councils. 


St. Petersburg, March 5.—The min- 
ister of education issued orders for the 
dissolution of the elective student 
councils which were formed during the 
revolutionary period of 1905 for the 
purpose of cooperating with the pro- 
fessorial councils in the self-govern- 
ment of the various universities.

World Now Stands Together. 


Showing that under modern conditions, 
each country of the world was interde- 
pendent in times of stress, and that mod- 
ern agencies of communication conspired 
with this fact to ameliorate panics, Mr. 
Price said: 

“In the twentieth century a monetary 
stri ney in New York | ely 
puts ndon, Paris, Berlin and even the 
gold fields of Johannesburg and Auetra- 
Ma under a tribute of ml eye 
larly, a run upon the banks or @ 
squeeze in Chicago or Fraencisco 
instantly leads to the exhibition of cau- 
tionary signals in New York, don 
and elsewhere, so that the whole body 
financial at once nerves itself to with- 
stand the impact of a shock to its re- 
motest member. This solidarity and re- 
siliency have been made possible in 4 
measure which few appreciate by the 
telegraph and the long distance tele- 
mhone. In fact, I count the long distance 
telephone ag perhaps the most important 
Single factor that has contributed to 
and made possible the wonderful com- 
mercial and financial organizations of 
today in America. 

“Physically, therefore, there is every

Mr. Price called attention to the man- 
ner in which agricultural products had 
held a reasonable price level in spite of 
financial uneasiness, and, in the fol- 
lowing fashion, chellenged the belief 
that the idleness of labor or reduction 
in wages were universal: 

“One of the most striking features of 
the recent pandc has been the etability 
with which the prices of agricultural 
products have been maintained. Wheat 
and corn and cotton have probably aver- 
aged higher for the crops just marketed 
than at any time since we conmenced 
to market cropg*that at all approximate 
them in volume. Although we hear 
much of the number of unemployed there 
has not been anywhere, as far as I can 
discover, nor does it seem likely that 
there will be, any substantial reduction 
from the high wages recently paid for 
human labor. The depression has found 
expression chiefly in the deprectated 
value of securities.’’ 

Our Rock-Ribbed Prosperity. 


The speaker predicated his prediction 
of an early return to prosperity as f0l- 
lows: 

“When we come to consider that the 
United States has this year produced 
crops the total value of which is some- 
thing over $7,000,000,000 as compared 
with a total agricultural production in 
1900 of $3,764,000,000, we can get some 
idea of the solid foundation upon which 
our commercial structure rests today;

EXILED BANKER 
IS INDICTED 


Adler, Who Fled from New 
Orleans to Honduras, 
Gravely Accused. 


* 


New Orleans, March 5.—William Ad- 
ler, forrnerly president of the State Na- 
tional bank of New Orleans, was in- 
dicted by the United States grand jury 
here today, charged with misapplyfng 
national bank funds and with other 
illegal transactions. 

There were seventy-four counts in 
the indictment. Charges that dealings 
about which they should have been 
informed were concealed ~from_ the 
board of directors, and that false en- 
tries and misapplication and abstrac- 
tion of funds occurred reaching be- 
tween $200,000 and $300,000 were made 
against Adler fn the indictment. 

Two months ago Adler loaded the 
steamer Alps with groceries from the 
wholesale firm of A. Adler & Co., of 
which was the head, and sailed 
from New Orleans. He has not been 
here since. The gteamer was wrecked 
off the coast of Spantsh Honduras, 
after which Adler and his son made 
their way to British Honduras and 
later into other parts of Central 
America. 

Soon after Adler disappeared the Ad- 
ler grocery firm-went into the’ hands 
of receivers upon the application of 
New York creditors, and the New Or- 
leans clearing’ house made an investi- 
gation of the condition of the State 
National bank. This investigation was 
followed by the derision of the bank’s 
stockholders to liquidate the institu- 
tion, and liquidation ig now in pro- 
cess.

Dillingham’s Tribuate. 


“At some future time and on an occa- 
sion presented for that purpose,” said 
Senator Dillingham, “I hope to join with 
other friends of Senator Proctor in this 
body in tendering to his memory that 
tribute of affectton, of confidence and of 
esteem which I know we all feel, and I 
speak of personal knowledge of ‘what ! 
conceive to be a remarkable lige, filled 
with great results. 

‘Senator Proctor was a man of strong 
powers. His life was a life of achieve- 
ment along all the lines toward which 
hig energies were directed, and yet with 
all his achievements, his sympathies were 
never narrow, nor his friendship never 
dimmed. He loved hiS state and loved 
her people. His state loved him and 
trusted him and honored him, and Ver- 
mont today mourns the great loss which 
has come to her.” 

Mr. Dillingham moved the adoption of 
the customary resolutions, and the vice 
president announced a committee con- 
sisting of Senators Dillingham, Daniel, 
Gallinger, Perkins, Taliaferro, Overman 
and Hemenway to attend the funeral.
